Sin is n verv promising 
employer — and a terrible 
taskmaster. It gives dirty 
work to do, and pavs its 
own wages.

"Some men's sins arc 
open beforehand — goiiiq 
hefnre tn iitdfimmt; with 
some men tlicif fnllmr after." 
That is, some men sin open- 
ly — publicly — and sin un- 
it s h a m e d. T hey are 
known and condemned as 
sinners. Others sin in secret 
— in the night — undercover 
of respectability; yea, even 
c" religious profession. 
They wipe their mouth, and 
sav there is nothing — it will 
novel - be known — while all 
the time their sins are fol- 
lowing after them, and will 
find them out, exposing 
Iheni to shame and disgrace 
in this life, and will certain- 
ly testify against them at 
the Judgment Day. 

It is a law of nature that 
any moving body, once it is 
started in anv direction, 
must continue to move in 
that direction for ever, un- 
less some force, such as 
friction with the air, con- 
tact with the ground, hin- 
ders or stops it. So morally 
and spiritually — sin with its conse- 
quences tends to go on for ever, for 
time and eternity, unless some other 
influence arrests and stops it. And it
